In 2010 life expectancy for Chicagoans was up 
in all neighborhoods compared with 1990, but 
there is still more than a 15-year difference in 
life expectancy across neighborhoods.

Nearly a quarter-century ago, a newborn re- 
siding in West Garfield Park could expect to 
live slightly more than 63 years. 

A child’s life expectancy at birth in the 
community area, bounded to the west and 
east by Kenton Avenue and Hamlin Boule- 
vard, inched forward during the following two 
decades, according to data recently probed 
by the city of Chicago. By 2010, a West Car- 
field Park newborn had an average outlook of 
roughly 69 years. 

The Chicago Department of Public Health 
said this increase in longevity and others ob- 
served throughout the city just between 1990 
and 2010 signals the city is getting healthier. 

But two decades of state mortality data 
analyzed by the city also reiterate hard truths 
that have long confronted local authorities, 
researchers and the people of America’s third- 
largest city: Chicago’s longevity gains were 
undercut by persistent disparities between 
neighborhoods. 

A city resident born in 2010 had an aver- 
age life expectancy of 77.8 years, officials an- 
nounced in a June report about city resident 
longevity, some seven years longer than a child 


born in 1990. 

Life expectancy at birth in the city in 1990 
lagged about five years behind the U.S. aver- 
age, yet city researchers concluded Chicago 
sped to largely close the gap with a climbing 
national average two decades later. 

Researchers routinely examine life expec- 
tancy statistics and related data for valuable 
insights into a community’s survival pros- 
pects, though the health department believes 
its study provides the city’s most extensive 
long-term, neighborhood-based breakdown 
of how long Chicagoans are living. 

The health department concluded Chi- 
cago’s sexes, racial-ethnic groups and commu- 
nity areas made across-the-board gains in life 
expectancy at birth between 1990 and 2010, a 
result praised by independent experts. But dis- 
parities between some neighborhoods remain. 

In 2010, for example, a newborn living in 
Chicago’s Near North Side had a life expec- 
tancy of about 85 years — among the city’s 
highest that year, which placed well above the 
national average. 

West Garfield Park ranked among com- 
munity areas with the city’s worst life expec- 
tancy— about the same as a child in Iraq. 


‘At the end of the day the disparities that 
we’re seeing in Chicago are not much dif- 
ferent than the disparities we see across the 
country, especially in urban environments,” 
said Dr. Bechara Choucair, the city’s pub- 
lic health commissioner. “The good news is, 
we’re starting to close that gap, and that’s re- 
ally the important piece.” 

Roughly 30 community areas in Chicago 
boasted life expectancies at birth of more 
than 80 years in 2010. Some, including the 
Near North Side and Loop areas, hit the 
85-year mark that year. 

The Near South Side saw the largest aver- 
age increase in life expectancy at birth, at 
nearly 21 years, between 1990 and 2010. 

A diverse list of community areas also were 
among the areas with the biggest increases 
during that period. Grand Boulevard, the 
Near West Side, Oakland, Kenwood, Uptown, 
Woodlawn, the Loop and Washington Park 
saw life expectancy boosts during the two-de- 
cade period ranging from about ii to 17 years. 

West Garfield Park, Washington Park and 
Fuller Park were estimated to have the city’s 
lowest life expectancies at birth in 2010, in the 
high 60s but not quite reaching 70 years of age.

Wrigley renovation conditions

The Cubs agreed to Mayor Emanuel’s re- 
quested conditions in order to present its 
latest renovation proposal Thursday to the 
Commission on Chicago Landmarks, in- 
cluding reducing the size of signs along exte- 
rior outfield walls and to continue negotiating 
with rooftop owners who have said the signs 
will hurt their businesses, according to a City 
Hall source. 

The source said that the team “agreed to 
make lo changes that preserve the historical 
significance of Wrigley Field and are mindful 
of neighbors ofWrigleyville.” 

The changes requested by the city include 
reducing the size of the signs along the ex- 
terior outfield walls and increasing spacing 
between them, as well as eliminating plans 
for sliding concession windows for the exte- 
rior brick wall at Waveland and Sheffield av- 


enues. The team also agreed to drop enlarged 
openings in the outfield brick wall for new 
bullpens, a change the team previously an- 
nounced. 

The source added that the team agreed to 
make changes to lighting to address concerns 
and to continue conversations with the roof- 
top owners in a timely manner. Other changes 
are expected to be presented Thursday 

A major obstacle for approval could be the 
team’s proposal for seven signs— not merely 
a video board in right field and a script sign in 
left field, which were the approved signs from a 
year ago — to dot the walls along both Waveland 
and Sheffield avenues. The seven signs would 
seemingly block views into the ballparks from 
nearly all of the three-story rooftop businesses, 
potentially violating a decade-old contract and 
thrusting the two sides into a courtroom. 

Landmarks Commission must review the 


plan because of the 2004 Wrigley land- 
mark ordinance, which states that the “un- 
interrupted sweep of the bleachers” is a 
protected historic feature of the ballpark. 

Cubs spokesman Julian Green said the 
team had resolved any outstanding issues 
with the commission several weeks ago 
and is prepared to make its presentation to 
the commission. 

“If we gain this final approval, we are 
prepared to invest $575 million to restore 
and expand Wrigley Field and develop the 
surrounding area immediately,” he said. 
‘And given this project will move forward 
without taxpayer dollars, we are focused 
on creating every advantage possible to 
innovate, operate efficiently and grow our 
business faster than the other 29 clubs try- 
ing to compete for a World Series trophy 
every year.”

RedEye data. The 
West Englewood, 
South Chicago and 
Washington Heights community areas were 
the hardest hit over the past week, RedEye 
determined. 

West Englewood recorded four homicides 
in the past week, RedEye determined. 

On Monday, a 19 -year-old woman was fatal- 
ly shot in the 2200 block of West 69th Street, 
police said. Two days earlier, an 18 -year-old 
man was shot to death in the 6500 block of 
South Seeley Avenue, according to officials. 

On Friday two men ages 34 and 35 were 
shot to death in the 6300 block of South Da- 
men Avenue, police said. 

West Englewood has logged 10 homicides 
so far this year including five killings this 
month. The South Side community area re- 
corded 21 homicides in 2013, up from 20 kill- 
ings in 2012, RedEye determined. 

Meanwhile, South Chicago logged three 
killings in the past week, RedEye found. 

On Monday a 24-year-old man was shot 
to death in the 8400 block of South Buffalo 


Avenue, police said. One day earlier, a 25-year- 
old man was fatally shot in the 3000 block of 
East 8 1 St Street, according to officials. 

On Saturday a 23 -year-old man was shot to 
death in the 8700 block of South Houston 
Avenue, police said. 

South Chicago has logged 10 homicides so 
far this year. The South Side community area 
recorded ii homicides in 2013, down from 
14 killings in 2012, RedEye determined. 

Also on the South Side, Washington 
Heights recorded two homicides this week. 

A 17-year-old boy was shot to death Tuesday 
in the 9200 block of South Eggleston Avenue, 
police said. One day earlier, a 19 -year-old man 
was shot to death in the 9600 block of South 
Sangamon Street, according to officials. 

Washington Heights has logged five homi- 
cides so far this year. The South Side commu- 
nity area recorded nine homicides in 2013, up 
from six killings in 2012, RedEye found. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were logged in 
the past week in Austin, Clearing, Humboldt 
Park, Morgan Park, Roseland, Uptown, West 
Garfield Park, West Pullman and on the Dan 
Ryan Expressway where 25-year-old Jasmine 
Curry was shot to death in her van in the En- 
glewood area, according to police information. 

Also, on Monday, the city recorded its 
200th homicide of the year, RedEye deter- 
mined. This mark was reached on July 4 in 
2013, RedEye found. 

Twenty-one homicides have been logged so 
far this month. Fifty-three homicides were re- 
corded in July 2013, RedEye determined.

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Darker fur an adoption 
deterrent for dogs?

Just when you were hoping there were no new 
ways to be racist, it turns out people may be 
racist against dogs. Black Dog Syndrome is 
the name shelter workers have given to the 
tendency of dark-furred pups to languish 
while their lighter-furred brethren get ad- 
opted. 

“The effect is very real,” said Mirah 
Horowitz, executive director and founder of 
Washington, D.C.-based Lucky Dog Animal 
Rescue. “We recently had a litter of five very 
cute, very fluffy puppies, two yellow and three 
black. And the yellow ones all went immedi- 
ately but for the black ones it took weeks.” 

Black dogs get euthanized at higher rates. 
They linger at pounds and adoption agencies 
for longer than light-colored dogs, and they 
are less likely to find a home. 

Marika Bell, director of behavior and re- 
homing for the Humane Society of Wash- 
ington, DC., says the organization has been 


tracking animals that have stayed at their 
shelters the longest since March 2013. They 
found that three characteristics put a pet at 
risk: medium size, an age of 2 to 3 years and 
an ebony coat. 

What kind of psychological quirk would 
prevent someone from adopting a dog based 
on fur color? 

Animal welfare experts believe the dis- 
crimination arises from a pack of factors. The 
mythology around black dogs is grim. 

A 2013 study by Penn State psychologists 
revealed that people find images of black dogs 
scarier than photos of yellow or brown dogs — 
respondents rated the dark-furred animals less 
adop table, less friendly and more intimidat- 
ing. And while the association between obsid- 
ian and evil is more explicit for cats, dogs have 
to contend with a culture, post-Samuel John- 
son and Winston Churchill, that symbolizes 
depression as a coal-colored hound. 

Some dismiss Black Dog Syndrome as an 
urban legend, noting a paucity of hard data 
supporting the effect. As a measure of how 
common raven-haired pups are, the Los An- 


geles Animal Services Department reported 
in 2008 that 27 percent of the 30,046 dogs it 
had picked up in the previous 12 months had 
predominantly sable coats. That prevalence 
was mirrored in the year’s adoption statis- 
tics: 28 percent of the animals that eventually 
found homes also were predominantly black. 
And in a 2012 study researchers asked volun- 
teers to rank four hypothetical pooches— a 
big white poodle, a small white poodle, a big 
black poodle, and a small black poodle— on 
perceived friendliness and aggressiveness. 
They discovered that the imaginary white 
dogs were seen as significantly meaner and 
more combative than the imaginary black 
ones, perhaps due to stereotypes about yappy 
white lap-dog terrors. 

In any case, the study raised questions 
about whether what spooks us about black 
pups is their color or the association between 
dark fur and several of dogdom’s more reput- 
edly vicious breeds: Rottweilers, Dobermans 
and some pit bull mixes. 

“There are lots of compounding factors,” 
Julie Morris, the senior vice president of the 


American Society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals, told ABC. ‘Are there just 
more black dogs in shelters, or is the real 
problem because most black dogs are also big 
dogs?” 

(The prevailing wisdom goes that big dogs 
have a harder time finding homes, perhaps 
because they seem less manageable. As the 
Washington Humane Society data suggests, 
though, it may be medium dogs that scrape 
together the worst of both worlds: not tiny 
enough to fit in a purse, not huge enough to 
be a sexy statement.) 

Whatever the precise mix of bias and bad 
luck, some white knights are riding to black 
dogs’ defense. Many shelters have discounts 
on dark-furred animals. There are photogra- 
phy Tumblrs and online rescue projects dedi- 
cated to the plight of the canine noir. There 
are tip sheets on how to “bedazzle your black 
dog.” There are black pet adoption GIFs. 
Even Emmylou Harris has joined the cause. 

“The effect is baffling,” Bell said. “I just 
want to tell people sometimes, ‘This is an 
amazing dog. You’ve got to look at this dog.’ ”

“When I fell, the bull fell with me and 
gored me in one motion,” said Bill Hillmann, 
32, who spoke by phone from his hospital 
room in Spain. “The horn went in one side 
of my thigh and exited the other side, and he 
pulled it through.” 

But Hillmann, who grew up in Chicago’s 
Edgewater neighborhood and today lives in Lit- 
tle Village, said he plans to run again next year. 

The former Chicago boxing champion’s 
chapter in the 2014 e-book about the event 
offers frank advice to would-be bull runners 
that ranges from shoe selection to which parts 
of the course are appropriate for beginners. 

“Tbu cannot run a very long distance with 
the bulls,” Hillmann wrote. “They have four 
legs. They’re faster than you.” 



The animal that gored him Wednesday was 
the heaviest of the morning’s six bulls, weigh- 
ing around 1,300 pounds. Hillmann, an oc- 
cassional RedEye contributor, said he had no 
hard feelings. 

“I don’t hold a grudge,” he said. “That ani- 
mal, it was a beautiful bull. And if I wouldn’t 
have been pushed and tripped up and fallen 
down with him, I would have a great run with 
that bull.”

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Freddy Rodriguez 
works ‘Night Shift’

On the whole, actor Freddy Rodriguez doesn’t 
have much in common with LeBron James. 

But Rodriguez, a Bucktown native, points 
to one important similarity: At a young age, 
he, too, faced the potentially life-changing de- 
cision of whether to “go pro.” 

In 1994, just a year after graduating from 
Lincoln Park High School, Rodriguez found 
himself with three options.

“LeBron went straight out of high school 
into the professional basketball world, and 
that was the choice I had to make, whether I 
was going to go pro or go to school,” Rodriguez 


said. “I guess my justification was I could go to 
school to learn drama, where here I could do 
it firsthand and be in the professional world.” 

He’s never looked back. 

Most known for his Emmy-nominated turn 
as ambitious mortician Federico “Rico” Diaz 
on HBO’s “Six Feet Under,” Rodriguez has 
successfully bounced between TV and film 
throughout his 20 -year career: His lengthy 
IMDB page lists at least one project every 
year since his 1994 screen debut. 

Rodriguez’s newest TV show, NBC’s “The 
Night Shift,” which premiered No. i in its 
timeslot and has maintained a Tuesday audi- 
ence of about 6 million per episode, follows 
a group of doctors who work the night shift 
at San Antonio Memorial. Rodriguez plays 
the complex Michael Ragosa, the nighttime 
hospital administrator charged with keeping 
the budget balanced— and the resident bad 
boy doctor in check. 



Rodriguez, 39, says he’s happy with his life 
and his career. 

“Every day I feel blessed and incredibly 
grateful,” he said with a wide, toothy smile. 
“Especially now that I’m coming up on the 
20 th anniversary of A Walk in the Clouds’ and 
‘Dead Presidents’ and my first round of films, 
which has really put things into perspective 
and has been an incredible reality check for 
me. It makes you grateful.” 

Rodriguez’s West Coast lifestyle is a far cry 
from his upbringing in then-perilous Buck- 
town. In 1991, i6-year-old Rodriguez told the 
Tribune that he had been at “very, very, very 


high risk” of falling into gang life until, at 13, 
he wound up in a play produced by the non- 
profit Whirlwind Performance Company 
That show started him down the path that 
would eventually lead to Hollywood. 

As a soon-to-graduate eighth grader, Rodri- 
guez sported a smirk as he took a bow after per- 
forming Whirlwind’s “City of Neighborhoods” 
at the Blackstone Theatre (now called the Mer- 
le Reskin). That was the moment Rodriguez 
decided to become an actor, he remembered. 

“I starred in that play and I just sort of 
knew what I wanted to do,” he said. ‘And it’s 
all I have done since I was 13.”

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Greg Poehler lives the Swede life 


MCT 

Everything was hunky-dory in Greg Poehler’s 
life. He was a lawyer, married to a lawyer and 
the father of three kids. Then two years ago 
he attempted something he’d always wanted 
to do: stand-up comedy 

That was the end of the life he’d known for 
12 years. If his name sounds familiar, it should. 
He’s the brother of Amy Poehler (“Parks and 
Recreation”). But instead of pursuing comedy 
like his older sister, he earned a law degree, fell 
in love with a Swedish lawyer, married her and 
moved to Sweden. 

“I started doing stand-up comedy in Swe- 
den, and that was kind of the first step,” he 
said. “That went really really well. It was 
something I’d always wanted to do. A few 
months later I sat in my attic and wrote the 
script for ‘Welcome to Sweden,’ which is 
based on my life. ... I said I wanted it to be 
sold to the U.S. and to Sweden and have a 
bunch of cameos and I will play the lead role.” 

AU that may sound like a pipe dream. But 
it all came true, and no one is more surprised 
than Poehler. “It’s amazing! It’s a really bizarre 


kind of fairy tale,” he said. 

The comedy “Welcome to Sweden,” hits 
American airwaves Thursday on NBC. It’s 
already aired in Sweden and has been a tumul- 
tuous hit. Out of 9 million Swedes, 3 million 
have been watching the show 

Laughing, Poehler said, “I hope NBC is 
not expecting that— [those are] Super Bowl 
numbers.” 

It all began when he met his future wife 
at work. “The first night we met she said, 
‘Would you ever consider moving to Sweden?’ 
And I was like, ‘Aeah.’ I just wanted to have 
sex with her. I would’ve said anything at that 
point. And she held me to that. We lived to- 
gether after that for five years in New Abrk, 
so it was always part of the plan to move to 
Sweden. I put it off as long as I could.” 

But when their first son was born, it was 
time for a reckoning. “From New Abrk City to 
Stockholm is such a huge difference in terms 
of family friendliness,” he said. “That was the 
main reason behind the move. People say ‘I 
would give up everything to be with this per- 
son.’ What happens when you do? That’s re- 


ally what this show is about.” 

The series begins the day he left his former 
life behind. When he transferred to Sweden, 
he had no job, no friends, no business con- 
nections. “I had my son,” he said. “There was 
something about that move that I think a lot 
of people can identify with. There are certain 
times in your life when you have to reinvent 
yourself and who you were before doesn’t re- 
ally matter anymore.” 

When he first wrote the script in that chilly 
attic, he actually Googled “How to Write a 
Script.” He sent it to his sister just to check 
that the formatting was correct. But she fell in 
love with it and offered to serve as executive 
producer (and also pull in some of her comedy 
friends for cameos). 

Poehler, 39, says he’s learned a valuable lesson 
from the experience. “The moral of my story is 
it’s never too late. If there’s something you’ve 
always wanted to do and think you’d secretly 
be good at ... even becoming a doctor— people 
have a passion for and feel they’ve missed it. It’s 
something you’re supposed to do when you’re 
younger. But I’m proof it’s never too late.”

Syfy seeks new hits 
with spacey dramas

The cable network Syfy, like the imperiled 
humans of “Battlestar Galactica,” is voyaging 
into deep space in search of a future. 

Since the award-winning space drama went 
off the air five years ago, Syfy has broadened 
its portfolio, dabbling in paranormal reality 
shows and the campy TV movie “Sharknado.” 

Now, with its biggest original series push in 
years, the channel is returning to geek-friend- 
ly serial dramas in the “Battlestar” mold. 

The network is touting a full-blown space 
opera titled ‘Ascension” for November, fol- 
lowed by “The Expanse,” a lo -episode thrill- 
er set two centuries in the future. The post- 
apocalyptic supernatural series “Dominion” 
and the arctic-set thriller “Helix” have de- 
buted in the past year. 

“It’s been the vision of the network for a 
long time,” said Bill McGoldrick, executive 
vice president of programming for Syfy “Ev- 
erybody’s rooting for us to get back to that 
stuff and get you watching shows like ‘Battle- 
star’ live and not having to go years into the 
past.” 

A critical and commercial hit, “Battlestar” 
averaged 2.9 million viewers an episode in its 
first season in 2005. Throughout its full run, 
it averaged 2.4 million viewers and has since 
built its following through binge-watching 
online and on DVD. 

Syf^s effort to reclaim the science fiction 
and fantasy area arrives amid a rush of sci- 
ence fiction programming from major net- 
works and cable channels. 


The genre has gone more mainstream, 
producing big hits like AMC’s “The Walking 
Dead” and HBO’s “Game ofThrones.” Major 
broadcast networks have entered the game, 
too. Eox had a fall hit with the quirky Icha- 
bod Crane drama “Sleepy Hollow,” ABC has 
“Marvel’s Agents of S.H.I.E.L.D.” and CBS 
will debut “Extant,” starring Halle Berry as 
an astronaut returned to Earth, in July 

And they are getting big numbers: “The 
Walking Dead” brought in a whopping 
15.7 million viewers with its most recent sea- 
son finale. 

Although typical network fare about cops, 
doctors and lawyers continues to get strong 
ratings, the surge in niche programming re- 
flects viewers’ desires for thoughtful shows 
that put strong characters in extreme situa- 
tions. 

This isn’t the first time the network has 
tried to tweak its image. When “Battlestar” 
was still on the air, the channel was known as 
“Sci Ei.” It changed its name to Syfy in 2009 
to reach a broader audience and has added 
reality programs including “Paranormal Wit- 
ness.” 

To rekindle earlier glory, the network plans 
to focus on social media, which helped gener- 
ate a surprise hit with “Sharknado.” That ef- 
fort has spawned sequels and licensing deals, 
but the network knows it needs fresh new 
programming, said Darcy Bowe, a vice presi- 
dent at the advertising buying firm Starcom. 

“They don’t want to be known for just fly- 
ing sharks,” she said.
